insure th a t the same will be done. The 
order tor 
future 
economy 
applies 
both to the county commissioners and 
j infirmary directors. 
It first came to the notice that the 
latter maintained an office in the Syn­ 
dicate building in Lisbon, the rent for 
which 
has been paid by the county 
without authority of law. 
The stat­ 
utes provide that an office for the in­ 
firmary directors shall be maintained 
at the infirmary building, where they 
shall m eet once a month to transact 
any business that may come before 
them. 
T h e committee recommended 
that this office in Lisbon be abolished, 
and notified Auditor Adams not to pay 
the rent since November. For several 
years past all grocery supplies for the 
infirmary have 
been purchased from 
wholesale firms and the county has 
paid the bills as presented. In the fu­ 
ture these bills as they come in must 
be accompanied by an itemized ac­ 
count of th e order, which will be sub­ 
mitted to Superintendent Riddle, 
of 
the infirmary, and he must check off 
the articles he received. 
The committee also concluded that 
the infirmary directors 
devoted too 
many days in the year looking after 
the poor of the county, which is dis­ 
tinctly the duty of township trustees. 
The statutes state that the latter shall 
look after the needs of the poor In 
their respective townships and make 
out a proper commitment for 
those 
desiring admission to the infirmary. 
In the future when supplies hereto­ 
fore purchased by the janitor are to 
be furnished at the court house, an 
itemized order must be left at the 
office of the county 
commissioners, 
and they will make the purchases. 
The committee who filed the report 
were Paul Huxley, of Salem; Attorney 
Conrad Hume, of Lisbon, and Prose­ 
cuting Attorney J. H. Brookes, of this 
City.

In past years these committees have 
recommended economy and advocated 
the cutting of county expenses, 
but 
the committee this year feel confident 
that they have 
taken measures to 
insure that the same will be done. The 
order tor 
future 
economy 
applies 
both to the county commissioners and 
infirmary directors. 
It first came to the notice that the 
latter maintained an office in the Syn­ 
dicate building in Lisbon, the rent for 
which has been paid by the county 
without authority of law. 
The stat­ 
utes provide that an office for the in­ 
firmary directors shall be maintained 
at the infirmary building, where they 
shall meet once a month to transact 
any business that may come before 
them. 
The committee recommended 
that this office in Lisbon be abolished, 
and notified Auditor Adams not to pay 
tho rent since November. For several 
years past all grocery supplies for the 
infirmary have 
been purchased from 
wholesale firms and the county has 
paid the bills as presented. 
In the fu­ 
ture these bills as they come in must 
bo accompanied by an Itemized ac­ 
count of the order, which will be sub­ 
mitted to Superintendent Riddle, 
of 
the infirmary, and he must check off 
the articles he received. 
The committee also concluded that 
the Infirmary directors 
devoted too 
many days in the year looking after 
tho poor of the county, which is dis­ 
tinctly the duty of township trustees. 
Tho statutes state that the latter shall 
look after the needs of the poor in 
their respective townships and make 
out a proper commitment for 
those 
desiring admission to the Infirmary. 
In the future when supplies hereto­ 
fore purchased by the janitor are to 
be furnished at the court bouse, an 
Itemized order must be left at the 
office of the county 
commissioners, 
and they will make the purchases.

past 
two weeks, and a warning had been 
given that unless the proprietor of 
the drug store over which Glenden­ 
ning slept stopped selling liquor the 
place 
would be either 
burned or 
blown up. 
The first report received here over 
the telephone was that 
the 
drug 
store had caught fire from a gas ex­ 
plosion, hut later information is that 
alter lite fire was under control it 
was demonstrated 
that 
there had 
been no explosion, and it is now as­ 
serted that the fire was the work of 
persons who desired to rid the town 
of the alleged speakeasy. 
It. IL Glendenning, of Sistersville, 
a brother of the dead man. went out. 
and was expected back last midnight 
with the remains, 
when, 
it

thought, the story of tile arrest of the 
two men for arson and murder might 
be verified.
